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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 52, drawn to a fluid flow controlling handpiece having an electric circuit, 
classified in class 604, subclass 119. 

II. Claims 55-57 and 89, drawn to a suction irrigation handpiece having a linearly moveable 
reciprocating valve element, classified in class 604, subclass 118. 

III. Claims 65-68 and 78, drawn to a suction irrigation apparatus having a pump unit having 
an impeller, classified in class 604, subclass 120. 

IV. Claims 69-72, 87, and 88, drawn to surgical suction control handpiece having valve 
actuators, the second actuator circumferentially enclosing a portion of the fist actuator, 
classified in class 604, subclass 127. 

V. Claims 73-77 and 80-86, drawn to a surgical flow controlling handpiece having 
independentaly operable flow control actuators, classified in class 604, subclass 124. 

2. Inventions I, II, III, IV and V are directed to related products. The related inventions are distinct 
if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different 
design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually 
exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the 
instant case, the inventions as claimed have materially different design and modes of operation. 
Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing 
of record to show them to be obvious variants.
